• WITH TWO weeks to go before Student Council elections on May 
2 and 3, campus politics this week mounted to an exciting pitch. 
Added to unusual political excitement is the strong possibility of 
A highly confusing Council race. 

Some major aspects of the Council electioneering are: 

1. For the first time in the past few years a two-party cam- 
paign is expected.

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A New Wrinkle 

• A NEW KINK in campus politics will be brought to 
the fore in the Student election next month, thanks to 
an amendment passed at the April 5 meeting of the 
Council. The proposed amendment to the Student 
Government Constitution calls for the addition of a 
Student Union Board Chairman to the Student Coun- 
cil, the measure to be voted upon as a referendum In 
the coming elections. 

Whether such an office should be an elective one, or 
even whether the Council should Include that position, 
is open to question. Nevertheless, the most extraordi- 
nary and certainly unorthodox part of the procedure 
to be followed in this election is that a new member of 
the Council may perhaps be chosen to an office, while 
at the same time the student body is deciding whether 
or not that office should exist at all, The Council has 
agreed that if the referendum passes— and they are 
confident it will— the person elected to the post can fill 
it. If, on the other hand, by some quirk the student 
body should go against the opinion of their Council, 
then the elected man will just be out of a job. 

Besides smacking of the illegal, the election of a 
man to a post which does not exist seems highly ir- 
regular and most unfair, especially to the poor guy 
who spends a lot of time, money, and grades campaign- 
ing for a job which the electorate may subsequently 
veto.

'Utter Inefficiency' 

• WITH DUE REGARD for the Student Council's 
notable accomplishments this year, we feel that certain 
of its officers have failed recently in some of their 
specific responsibilities. 

For example, fifteen weeks ago the vice-president 
accepted the task of preparing a detailed written re- 
port of the Council’s activities for the year, to be 
turned in February 1. Thus far, no report has ap- 
peared, nor is there any indication that the report 
will soon be completed. 

Only this past week did the publicity director and 
his bulletin-board crew get around to changing the 
mid-March list of campus events on the well-read glass 
bulletin board in the Hall of Government. 

More serious, the advocate failed to prepare the 
election rules until the last minute, so that the Council 
had to pass on them at a special meeting yesterday, so 
that they could be published in this issue of The 
Hatchet, so that there could constitutionally be a Stu- 
dent Council election the first week in May. 

And finally, the vice-president still has not submitted 
the list of qualifications for candidacy in the coming 
elections, even though the deadline for candidates' ap- 
plications was last Friday. The qualifications, sup- 
posedly to be submitted to the Council for approval 
tomorrow night, might possibly make ineligible some 
candidate whose "nomination" has already been ac- 
cepted. The vice-president himself has attributed this 
tardiness to his own "utter inefficiency.” 

We hope the Council members will try, where it is 
still possible, to correct these “inefficiencies, "and hence 
set a good example for the new officers which are 
to be elected In two weeks.

Indian Problem* Vast 

The problems of India are vast, 

■aid Kraus, for the backgrounds of 
the dilemma go back through 150 
years of "thoroughly British” asso- 
ciation. 

Kraus pointed out a number of 
factors and forces causing the vol- 
untary withdrawal of India and 
Pakistan from Great Britain. He 
listed the rise of nationalism, with 
Its "spearhead” the Indian National 
Congress, which contained among 
Its reformers many Britons. This 
movement became a strong radical 
force, taking on a revolutionary 
character. 

The flow of liberal political ideas 
from Britain succeeded In temper- 
ing the small educated minority 
with s mind and outlook charac- 
teristically British and Western, 
but with little, benefit for the

implications. "Earth felt the wound," 
and nature gave signs that all was 

lost. 

Dr. Linton mentioned five itiajor 
parallels existing between Greene's 
work and the Biblical story. First, 
the fundamental choice between 
good and evil. Second, the action 
and the environment adjustment to 
it. Third, the conflict between hu- 
man love and pity, and the love for 
Almighty God. Fourth, the reluc- 
tance of man to confront his choice. 
And lastly the Satanic predicament, 
the impossibility of correcting a bad 
choice once it has been made. 

Greene depicts characters who 
make the ultimate sacrifice of soul 
for their friends of those they love. 
Scobie does i i for Louise in "Heart 
of the Matter" and Rose for Pinkie 
in "Brighton Rock.” The characters’ 
senses of love and compassion lead 
them to sip against God. Greene’s 
novels lay bare the awful isolation 
and the predicament of the human 
who would live without religious 
faith. 

Linton concluded by noting 
Greene's Journalistic style, its pithi- 
ness, its bureness,
